Western’s Student Body 
In Favour of Conscription 


College Declares 
For Drafting of 
Men and Wealth 


According to a vote taken at the 
University of Western Ontario last 
week, the students there are five to 
two in favor of the conscription of 
man-power and four to one in 
favor of wealth conscription: 

The poll was taken at the instiga- 
tion of The Gazette, the University’s 
weekly paper, and the questioning 
was conducted over the telephone. 
People appointed by The Gazette 
called approximately four hundred 
members of the student body in or- 
der to find their reactions to the 


questions of conscription of wealth 
and manpower. 


For purposes of the vote, man- 


power was held to be “manpower| 


as conscripted for soldiery and la- 
bour in essential war industries.” 
Wealth in turn was used as “a 
term relevant to capital equipment, 
(capital) necessary to carry on an 
optimum war: effort.” 

Two hundred and seventy-eight 
students favoured the adoption of 


mappower-conscription while one} 


hundred and fourteen were opposed 
to the measure. Many of the stu- 
dents questioned were of the opin- 
ion ‘that such conscription is already 
virtually .in effect. 

The vote on wealth was more de- 
cisive, with two hundred and nine- 
supporting the measure 
and only ninety-five voting against 
it. 

It was observed that in propor- 
tion, more women were in favour 
of conscription than men. It was 
also noticed that among the men, 
and especially among the commerce 
students, some were equivocal about 
the conscription of wealth. 

The poll is considered an indica- 
tion of gencral student feeling since 
most of the student body of the 
Arts and Med Colleges were can- 
vassed, The Seminarians and Ursul- 
ine Sisters were not included in the 
vote. Although they and many other 
students did not vote, the results 
are felt to be representatives.

“Price Control, rationing, and a 
system of compulsory loans and 
forced savings,” said Irving Sirken, 
fourth year economics honours 
students, “if we are to avoid infla- 
tion are nedeed,” at the meeting of 
the Political Economy Club last 


night. The other speaker was A. 


Dubensky, also an honours eco- 
nomics student, who concentrated 
on the problem of rationing, 

With the shortage of consump- 
tion goods arising from the diver- 
sion of production to war needs, the 
danger of inflation is ever present. 
Heavy taxation, stated Sirken, 
would not completely sponge up the 
excess cash which would remain af- 
ter price control was initiated. This 
taxation also has its psychological 
drawbacks. Sirken advocated the 
Keynesian plan of deferred pay 
which would provide the extra’ pur-

Ruth opened her speech by re- 
marking on the geographical posi- 
tion of Latvia. It is situated in 
northern Europe between Russia 
and Germany and this has had a 
marked effect on the history of this 
little land, In spite of her position, 


German nor Russian but the off- 
spring of a very early tribe whom 
Ruth declared were “too weak to 
live and too strong to die," 


In spite of frequent attacks and 
conquests from without, after the 
first World War, Latvia regained 
her independence * and a national 
spirit grew up. But the people were 
unaccustomed to self-government 
and as soon as a strong leader came 
to the fore, Latvia became a: dic- 
tatorship. Ruth emphasized that 
“we should free ourselves of the 
idea that all the small countries of 
Europe now under German domi- 
nation such as Roumania, Latvia 
and France, were previously de- 
mocracies,” for this was not so.

Feuermann Superb in Blogh’s Schelomo 


A magnificent modern work was given a 
superb performance on Tuesday night when 
Emanuel Feuermann played Bloch’s cello rhap- 
sody “Schelomo” with the orchestra of Les 
Concerts Symphoniques -de Montreal. The 
work {s unquestionably one of the greatest of 
all works for cello and Mr, Feuermann re- 
vealed himself again to be its great interpreter. 
The score is one of formidable difficulty and 
the orchestra, under Desire Defauw did won- 
ders with it. That the audience enjoyed the 


rhapsody was evidenced by its response, 


Ernest Bloch was born in Switzerland In 


| 1880, As a boy he made a solemn vow that he 


would become a composer. “I wrote the vow 
on a scrap of paper,” he writes, “buried it 
under a mound of stones, and bullt over it a 
bonfire. To have broken that vow would have 
been sacrilege.” 

This sense of the ritualistic and the semi- 
primitive, so early shown, has ever since re- 
mained with Bloch, and he combines with this 
sense a burning awareness of his ancestry. 
“Does anyone think he is only himself?" he 
asks, “Far from it. He is thousands of his 
ancestors.” And Bloch lives with these ancestors 
in some of his greatest works, A composer of 
the present century he uses modern idiom and 
is an innovator, but spiritually and intellectu- 
ally he is one with the past. 

“Schelomo,” a Hebrew rhapsody, is a reflec- 
tion of the days of King Solomon, The spirit 
is of biblical asceticism, of brooding philoso- 
phising and of deep-seated visionariness, which 
form in essence the spirit of Bloch. Bloch's is 
the voice of scriptural poetry, the poctry of 


unrest and protest that is always timely, the | 


fierce intensity of Isalah and Amos, It is more 
this feeling for the beauty and the depth of the 
Old Testament that fires the composer than 
racial consciousness. He uses no Hebraic folk- 
music but rather creates the feeling of the an- 
clent in his new music, Even his “Sacred Ser- 
vice" written for the Synagogue cannot be 


| considered specifically Hebraic in expression. 


Every evidence of great playing was pres- 
ent in Mr. Feuermann’s performance, which 
revealed a deep feeling for the work. His mag- 
nificent lyricism and the depth of his tone rise 
to unparalleled heights. There are few con- 
temporary artists whose playing I enjoy more 
than Mr. Feuermann's, Mr, Defauw and the 


orchestra did a really masterful job with the | 


orchestral score which provides a luxuriant 
background to the more restrained solo pass- 
ages, 

Tschaikowsky's Cello Variations on a Ro- 
coco Theme which are very interesting music- 
ally, combining the elegance, grace, refinement 
and ornamentation of eighteenth-century ro- 
coco with the passionate nineteenth-century 
Russian art, made a charming medium for the 
exploitation of the sololst's prodigious techni- 
cal accomplishment. The concert began with 
a group of Mozart works, in commemoration 
of the one-hundred-and-fiftieth anniversary of 
the death of Mozart. “Eine Kleine Nachtmu- 
sik,” the composer's best-known serenade for 
strings, is perhaps the finest expression of all 


rococo art and received a spirited performance | 


that set a happy mood for the evening. The 
Jupiter Symphony, the last of the great trilogy 
of 1788 requires perhaps more subtlety in in- 
terpretation than the E flat and G minor, but 
the orchestra did well with it, although a 
larger string section might have helped to lend 
more body to the work. The concert ended 
with the tone-poem “Don Juan" by Richard 
Strauss. The more I hear the Strauss tone- 
poems the less I like them and Tuesday's per- 
formance, well done as it was, impressed me 
again with the paucity of ideas dressed in 
blatant and nebulous form, which is character- 
istic of Strauss. , 


This is the first of the orchestra’s concert 
that I’ve heard this year and the fine develop- 


ment that the orchestra has shown under Mr,.| 


Defauw's direction was striking. One chief 


-need stands out now—the string section might 


well be added to in the interests of optimal 
balance, But there is no doubt that the or- 
chestra Is taking its place beside the great 
symphonic bodies in America. —R. D. R.-
